NOMINATIONS 

Committee on Armed Services : Committee, in executive 
session, ordered favorably reported the nominations of 
John W. Warner, of Virginia, to be Under Secretary of 
the Navy; Frank Sanders, of Maryland, to be Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Installations and Logistics; 
Fred J. Russell, of California, to be Deputy Director, 
Office of Emergency Preparedness; and 4,890 nomina- 
tions in the Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Force.

Jack Frost, Director of Emergency Loan Division, 
Farmers Home Administration, Department of Agricul- 
ture; and Robert Y. Phillips, Director, Emergency Oper- 
ations Office, James L. Lewis, Chief, Disaster Assistance 
Division, Charles F. Simms, General Counsel, and Gor- 
don Gillis, Congressional Liaison, all of the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness.
